SPECIFIC PROJECTS); AND AMENDING ALL ELEMENTS AS 
NECESSARY; PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; 
PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN 


THE 1989 COMPREHENSIVE PLAN; AND PROVIDING FOR AN 
EFFECTIVE DATE. 


WHEREAS, on August 31, 1989, the Palm Beach County Board of 
County Commissioners adopted the 1989 Comprehensive Plan by 
Ordinance No. 89-17; 


WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 


amends the 1989 Comprehensive Plan as provided by Chapter 163, Part 
II, Florida Statutes; and 


WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 


have initiated amendments to several elements of the Comprehensive 


Plan in order to promote the health, safety and welfare of the 
public of Palm Beach County; and 


WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Local Planning Agency conducted 


its public hearings on February 8, February 22, March 28, and April 


11, 2008 to review the proposed amendments to the Palm Beach County 
Comprehensive Plan and made recommendations regarding the proposed 
amendments to the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 


pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida Statutes; and 


WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners, 


as the governing body of Palm Beach County, conducted a public 


hearing pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida Statutes, on April 


28, 2008 to review the recommendations of the Local Planning Agency, 


whereupon the Board of County Commissioners authorized transmittal 
of proposed amendments to the Department of Community Affairs for 


review and comment pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida 


Statutes; and WHEREAS, Palm Beach County received the Department 


of Community Affairs “Objections, Recommendations, and Comments 


Report,” dated July 11, 2008 which was the Department's written 


review of the proposed Comprehensive Plan amendments; and 


WHEREAS, the written comments submitted by the Department of 
Community Affairs contained objections to the amendment contained in 
this ordinance; 

WHEREAS, on August 21, 2008 the Palm Beach County Board of 
County Commissioners held a public hearing to review the written 
comments submitted by the Department of Community Affairs and to 
consider adoption of the amendments; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
has determined that the amendment satisfies the concerns addressed 
in the Department of Community Affairs' "Objections, Recommendations 
and Comments Report" and comply with all requirements of the Local 
Government Comprehensive Planning and Land Development Regulations 
Act. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 

Part I. Amendments to the 1989 Comprehensive Plan 

Amendments to the text of the 1989 Comprehensive Plan are 
hereby adopted and attached to this Ordinance in Exhibit 1: 
ale Belvedere Road CRALLS, to modify the Belvedere Road 

Constrained Roadway at Lower Level of Service (CRALLS) roadway 

links and intersections from Jog Road To Military Trail 

exclusively for the purposes of concurrency for four specific 
projects, 

A. Transportation Element; 

Part II. Repeal of Laws in Conflict 

All local laws and ordinances applying to the unincorporated 
area of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provision of this 
ordinance are hereby repealed to the extent of such conflict. 

Part III. Severability 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word 
of this Ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not affect 


the remainder of this Ordinance. 


Part IV. Inclusion in the 1989 Comprehensive Plan 


The provision of this Ordinance shall become and be made a 
part of the 1989 Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan. The Sections 
of the Ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to accomplish such, 
and the word "ordinance" may be changed to "section," "article," or 
any other appropriate word. 

Part V. Effective Date 

The effective date of this plan amendment shall be the date a 
final order is issued by the Department of Community Affairs or 
Administration Commission finding the amendment in compliance in 
accordance with Section 163.3184(1)(b), Florida Statutes, whichever 
is applicable. No development orders, development permits, or land 
uses dependent on this amendment may be issued or commence before it 
has become effective. If a final order of noncompliance is issued 
by the Administration Commission, this amendment may nevertheless be 
made effective by adoption of a resolution affirming its effective 
status, a copy of which resolution shall be sent to the Florida 
Department of Community Affairs, Division of Community Planning, 
Plan Processing Team. An adopted amendment whose effective date is 
delayed by law shall be considered part of the adopted plan until 
determined to be not in compliance by final order of the 
Administration Commission. Then, it shall no longer be part of the 
adopted plan unless the local government adopts a resolution 
affirming its effectiveness in the manner provided by law.

A. Transportation Element, Belvedere Road CRALLS 


REVISIONS: To amend the Belvedere Road CRALLS. The revision is shown with the added text 
underlined and deleted text shown as strekenthrough. . 


Policy 1.2-f.26: (unaltered text omitted for brevity) 


26. a. The following roadway segments are hereby designated as a CRALLS facility 
exclusively for the purposes of concurrency for Planet Kids, Duke Realty, McCraney 
Property and Boys & Girs Club/PBC Workforce Housing projects. The projects will 
be restricted to the following intensities and densities: 
e Planet Kids — 15,000 square foot Day Care Center 
e Duke Realty - 1,023,921 square foot Warehouse or equivalent industrial land 


use 
e McCraney Property — 591,751 square foot Warehouse or equivalent industrial 
land use 


e Linear Park —22,000 square foot Day Care Center (Boys and Girls Club), and 96 
Multi Family Residential Units 


1) Belvedere Road from Jog Road to Drexel Road 
Daily level of service standard: 40,275 vehicles per day 


Peak hour standard: 3,7823,886 vehicles per hour 

2) Belvedere Road from Drexel Road to Haverhill Road 
Daily level of Gervice standard: 44 589 venicles per day 
Peak hour standard: 3,9684,232 vehicles per hour 

3) Belvedere Road from Haverhill Road to Military Trail 
Daily level of sermice standard: 35,8 33vəhiclos perday 
Peak hour standard: 3,6853396 vehicles per hour 

b. This CRALLS designation shall no longer be in effect based on any of the following 


events occurring: 

1) December 31,-2005- 2017. 

3 4 year after completion of construction ef Southem Bowevard and 
Okeechobee Boulevard te sight (8) lanes 

3)2) Corresponding segments of Southern Boulevard (SR 80) are operating below 
LOS D on a two-way peak hour basis as an eight (8) lane facility. 

3) Seqments of Okeechobee Boulevard west of the Tumpike are operating 
below LOS D on a two-way peak hour basis as an eight (8) lane facility. 


C. The following CRALLS Mitigation Measures are to be implemented in conjunction 
with the Belvedere Road CRALLS including the following: 


1) Eor the Johanson Property- MURD, Gonnoctivity Measuces - Extension of 
Gleary Read from its tormminus noth- to Belvedere Read, Travel! Demand 
Management Measures (DM) — The developer wi designate a TDM 
coordinator ence 50% of the development is eccupied. 

2) ror the Johasen Property BUG, Land Heo + Site Blanning Measures- 
inveduetion of landscaped non vehicular comder vie tho deeding of 2 23.25 
acre-parce! te the Towa of Haverhill te be ultized- as a linear park. 

3) Aey ether development utilizing this CRALLS designation must be subject te 
GRALLS mitigation efiteria te be determined-by the County Engineer; 
consistent with transpedation Policy 4.2-4. 

1) For the Planet Kids project: 

a. The project shall provide a van or bus for student pick up. 


2) For the Duke Industrial (Belvedere/Jog Industrial) project: 
a. The project shall provide bicycle racks to accommodate commuters using 
alternative modes of transportation. 

b. The project shall implement parking strategies that provide preferred 
parking for alternative vehicles and car pool vehicles. 

c. The project shall participate with South Florida Commuter Services to 
TETE and provide information on ride-sharing services to persons 
employed by the project within 6 months of the Certificate of Occupancy. 
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d. The project shall provide shower facilities for employees utilizing 
alternative modes of transportation. 

e. The project shall provide a contribution (“mitigation fee”) to help cover 
some of the funding shortfall for the various transportation related 
improvements, at a minimum of 1.5 times the applicable impact fee, to be 
used towards off-site roadway and/or intersection improvements involving 
Belvedere Road. This mitigation fee shall be paid concurrent with building 
permitissuance. At such time as the County Engineer determines that 
funding is needed to complete right-of-way acquisition and construction for 
the road/intersection improvements, the remaining balance shall be paid. 
However, in no event shall the remaining balance be required sooner than 
October 1, 2010. 

f. The project shall provide a shuttle bus or van during peak hours to the 
nearest Palm Tran stop to meet all scheduled buses. 


For the McCraney Property project: 

a. The project shall provide bicycle racks to accommodate commuters using 
alternative modes of transportation. 

b. The project shall implement parking strategies that provide preferred 
parking for alternative vehicles and car pool vehicles. 

c. The project shall participate with South Florida Commuter Services to 
promote and provide information on ride-sharing services to persons 
employed by the project within 6 months of the Certificate of Occupancy. 
d. The project shall provide shower facilities for employees utilizing 
alternative modes of transportation. 

e. The project shall provide a contribution (“mitigation fee”) to help cover 
some of the funding shortfall for the various transportation related 
improvements, at a minimum of 1.5 times the applicable impact fee, to be 
used towards off-site roadway and/or intersection improvements involving 
Belvedere Road. This mitigation fee shall be paid concurrent with building 
permit issuance. At such time as the County Engineer determines that 
funding is needed to complete right-of-way acquisition and construction for 
the road/intersection improvements, the remaining balance shall be paid. 
However, in no event shall the remaining balance be required sooner than 
October 1, 2010. 

f. The project shall provide a shuttle bus or van during peak hours to the 
nearest Palm Tran stop to meet all scheduled buses. 


For the County Workforce Housing Project/Boys and Girls Club: 
a. The Boys and Girls Club shall provide a van or bus for student pick up. 
b. The Workforce Housing shall provide bicycle racks for the multi-family 


housing units. 
c. The Workforce Housing property owners association shall participate with 


South Florida Commuter Services to promote and provide information on 
ride-sharing services to residents. 
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
